<|nartcr of the IMion. 

Formerly these package* Were de- 
livered at the Executive chamber on 
the hill, but as they kept constantly 
Increasing in number and variety, it 
was found Impossible to receive them 
there, and so a kind of union depot 
wa* opened in the bam. It keeps 
one man busy nooiviug, arranging 
and shipping back the packages ad- 
dressed to the President-elect. In 
spite of the fact that the ^^eaicst caK^ 
la exercised in finding out who sends 
the sdiir and bis address, inuiiy of 
(he packa<(es remain iinideiitilied.

So far as w e arc in- 
I'ormiil, tbe figures furnished by that 
paper are the first and on'y ones 
wliicli have been prir.led upon tlie 
basis of returns set down by Ihe 
Secii tiiries of State of each of tlie 
several States in tlieir own bauds. 

These returns have thus been ot. 
taiiicd ill resixnnc to a circular letter 
transniiticd lo each Secretary respec- 
tively by the proprietors of the 
Globe. 

Tho following is the result Ihus 
verified ; 

The whole number of votes gi veu for 
President on the four electoral tickeis 
wa»lftC36,057,of wbi( h Grovcr Cleve- 
land received 4,812,2112: .lames 0. 
Blaine, 4,810,219; Benjamin. 1' liutler, 
234,848; and .Iiilm 1'. St. .lohii, 148,- 
To this aggregate 

there is to he added 2,2(12 scattering 
and defective voles. 

The Globe also notices tiie signillcant 
decrease in (ulai piiiralilios in nia iy 
of the States. Ths Florida, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Marylaml, 
Mississippi, South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Virginia gave smaller pluralities 
fur Cleveland than they gave fur 
Hancock in 1880; while Illinois, Iowa, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Ohio, 
Rhode Island, Vermont end Wiscon- 
sin also exhibit reduced pluralities 
for Blaine as compared with Gar- 
flcld. Coniiecflcut, Indiana and 
New York, which voted for (lartiold 
in 18.80, now clioosc Cleveland elec- 
tors, whiht Nevada and California, 
which voted for Hancock, now return 
electors fur Blaine. 

Of the voles given for Cleveland, 
1,012,820 came from tlic 'seci^ssion 
Stales," and .'1,82!),472 from the 
loniaiiiiiig twenty-eight.

■ This large pereeiitage of non-voters 
is not eonniicd to tho Southern 
States. In Maine, wlioro Mr Blaine 
resides, 32 percent of tlio* voting 
popniHtioii remained away from Hie 
His; in Oregon, 36; in Vermont. .18; 
in Massachuseds and Colorado 62, 
Indeed, in several States only is the 
dcliiiipicncy helow 20 per cent. In 
New York, tlie battle ground of the 
campaign, where the greatest oiObrts 
were made on all sides, the absentees 
aggregated 331,231, or 23 per cent of 
the entire number of voters in tbe 
State. 

Tho percentage of non-voting cltl 
zons in (he country at-large is 27, and 
fnll number failing (o vote ;i,7u4,478 
Eight S(a(es, namely, Maine, New 
IlHinpsliire, \'ermon(, Uhodo Island, 
Deleware, South Carolina, Georgia, 
and Nevada, gave fewer voles than in 
1880. Tlie Slates which were re- 
gai-ded as certain from tbe first, gen 
crally exhibit the largest amount of 
absenteeism ; and those in which the 
result wu sharply contested showed 
tho least.

Bridge Burned. 



Tlie ruilroad bridffQ over West 
I'oik, two miles north of Ticnion, 
and about hixteen miles from this city, 
was burned liisl l''riday. Il is said 
that an en^iiiUL'r on one of the trains 
cleaued out a bot-bo.\ and let the 
burning packing fall on the bridge, 
while tho train was taking water at 
the tank. After tbe train left the 
bridge took' Are and was entirely 
burned. It was a strui^ure about 
100 lint long and as no timbers were 
held In reserve for such av^ttinergenvy 
the work of rebuikliug mti consider- 
sbly retarded in eoiisequeuoe. It 
went shoad, day and ulght,until Sun- 
day afternoon when tbe trains began 
passing over again. During tho in- 
terval paseoiigurs aud mail and ex- 
press mailer were transferred, but 
tlicie was a blockade in freiiibl. Tlie 
noon train would go down to receive 
llielransfcri-ed passengers and goods 
and return late in the anernoo.n The 
lo»s will be pretty heavy on the rail- 
road company.
